HEN Cabeza de Vaca wandered 

through a natural passage in the 
southern-most tip of the Rockies around 
1536 on his way to the west coast of 
Mexico, he doubtless would have consid- 
ered ridiculous the thought that one day 
would stand there a great, proud city—a 
metropolis that would rival any of the 
famous cities of his native Spain in eco- 
nomic and cultural importance. For when 
he came through the “Pass of the North,” 
as it was to become known later, there was 
nothing but bleak stretches of arid, moun- 
tainous desert lands as far as the eye 
could see. The treacherous Rio Grande, 
dry half the year and flooding the other 
half, added a portentous note to the som- 
ber setting. 

If Cabeza de Vaca were able to return 
to that same forbidding setting today, he 
would behold a great sprawling metropolis 
of over 225,000 people. He would learn 
that El Paso is the focal point of whole- 
sale and retail trade in an area almost 
twice the size of the New England States 
—he would see some of the richest farm- 
ing lands in the world created by a now 
tamed Rio Grande—he would gasp in awe 
at great smokestacks belonging to the 
largest copper smelters and refineries in 
the world—he would observe huge herds of 
prime beef being processed for America’s 
dinner tables—and after digesting these 
and countless other things which combine 
to give heart and soul to this cosmopolitan 
community, he could lay back and bask 
in an unmatched high and dry climate 
with year-around sunshine as many thou- 
sands of tourists do annually. 

The role of El Paso as a business, finan- 
cial, and cultural hub for a great part of 
the Southwest and Northern Mexico is 
brought into clearer focus if considered in 
the light of its historical background. 

The city’s origin can be traced to the 
same factor which has caused the creation 
of all the great cities of the world—avail- 
ability as a crossroads for the tireless 
movements of man, for reasons of com- 
merce, exploration, or the love of travel. 
“The Pass of the North” offered that 
availability. All routes traveled by early 
traders, explorers, and settlers in the 
region converged at this natural gateway 
through the chain of Rocky Mountains 
extending down through Western United 
States and Mexico. This strategic location 
has made E! Paso today the center of a 
great week of air, rail, and highway 
arteries. 

This largest of United States-Mexican 


border cities thrives on an alliterative list 
of endeavors—copper, cotton, cattle, cli- 
mate, clothing, and, of course, commerce. 
In addition to serving as a wholesale and 
retail distribution point for a large chunk 
of the U. S., El Paso is a strategic port 
of trade for Mexican import and export. 
For instance, last year the export dollar 
value registered at the city was nearly 
$51,000,000 while imports totaled in ex- 
cess of $64,000,000. 

This comparatively impressive total 
represents, of course, only commercial 
shipments for which formal declarations 
were filed. It does not take into account 
the many thousands of dollars worth of 
merchandise which is purchased by Juarez 
residents on their daily shopping trips to 
El Paso, nor does it include the substantial 
number of dollars left in Juarez every day 
by Texans who go “across the river” for 
dinner and a night club show, and tourists 
from all over the United States who find 
the combination colorful displays of Mexi- 
can goods and the sales technique of 
Juarez’s peddlers hard to resist. To get 
some idea of the huge amount of trade 
falling within this category, one has only 
to realize that an average of over one and 
a half million individual bridge crossings 
between the twin cities of Juarez and El 
Paso are recorded each month, and that 
every crossing means a sale of goods or 
services by a Juarez or El Paso business 
firm. 
While El Paso’s total trade—from a 
value standpoint—may not compare too 
favorably with some of the other Customs 
Districts in the United States, the number 
of individual shipments handled by the 
district is impressive. Bureau of Customs 
records reveal that in 1951, 155,486 Ship- 
pers’ Export Declarations were authenti- 
cated, and in 1952 the figure rose to 173,- 
553. Import shipments, while not quite so 
numerous, registered a substantial gain in 
1952 over 1951. 

Trade with Mexico through the port and 
Customs District of El] Paso is diversified, 
with all types of raw materials and manu- 
factured goods included. In 1952 machin- 
ery and vehicles led the export parade with 
shipments valued at more than 16 million 
dollars; next in line was vegetable food 
products and beverages (11 million) and, 
in the order of their importance, non- 
metallic minerals, chemicals, animals and 
animal products, inedible vegetable prod- 
ucts, wood and paper, textiles, and mis- 
cellaneous products.

smelting and refining plants constituted 
the most important item in El Paso’s im- 
port trade, accounting for $28 million of 
the $64 million total in 1952. Next in im- 
portance was cattle and meat, $18 million, 
and wood and paper, $10 million. 

El Paso’s wholesalers and distributors 
serve a territory which includes all of 
southwest Texas, the State of New Mexico, 
part of Arizona and the northern and west 
coast states of Mexico. Many of the lead- 
ing manufacturers of the U. S. maintain 
branch offices and warehouses in E] Paso 
to serve this huge territory and others are 
locating here at an ever-increasing rate 
as more and more industrialists come to 
realize that El Paso is the logical point 
from which this area can be served 
efficiently. 

El Paso’s importance as a commercial 
and foreign trade center is recognized by 
the United States Department of Com- 
merce which maintains a District Office 
in the city. The office, under the manager- 
ship of Thomas U. Purcell, serves as the 
Southwestern foreign trade headquarters, 
and exporters and importers of the area 
keep the staff busy providing information 
on the Mexican market, trade restrictions 
imposed by both Mexico and the U. S.., 
and in helping to straighten out the many 
difficulties which develop in the course of 
clearing almost a thousand international 
shipments daily.

The Otis Elevator Company of New York has obtained a United States Government 
jsuaranty of currency convertibility covering a $112,500 investment in an elevator manu- 
facturing firm in Italy. 

The eight-year guaranty, issued by the Mutual Security Agency under its investment 
guaranty program, insures (Otis Elevator of being able to convert receipts from the 
investment, up to $192,500. 

If Otis Elevator should in the future be unable to convert the Italian currency receipts 
from the investment into dollars, as is presently possible under Italian laws and regulations, 
the American firm could invoke the guaranty and the U. S. Government would provide 
dollars in exchange for the Italian lire. 

The Italian elevator firm, Stigler-Otis, S.A.I., was formed in 1946 when Otis merged 
its Italian interests with those of the Societa Italiana per le Strade Ferrate Meridionali, 
an Italian investment company which had a controlling interest in an elevator manu

Hereafter mailers taking advantage of this provision will not present their validated 
licenses at the post office, but will deposit them with a collector of customs. They will 
then obtain authorization for partial shipments to be made against such a license from 
the Collector of Customs on an extra copy of the shipper’s export declaration (Commerce 
Form 7525-V), and surrender that declaration at the post office in lieu of the validated 
license. 

If the entire amount authorized by a validated license is mailed at one time, however, 
the sender must surrender the license at the post office at the time of mailing. 

Patrons desiring additional information concerning export license regulations should 
contact the Office of International Trade Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., 
or one of the field offices of that department. 


U. 8S. FUELING OF SHIPS IN RED CHINA TRADE RESTRICTED 


Commerce Department has announced a move to prevent any foreign ship or aircraft 
scheduled to call at Communist Chinese ports from fueling at U. S. ports without prior 
approval by the Department. Applications for such approval will not generally be granted 

A new export control regulation of the Office of International Trade, effective July 6, 
will require an individual validated license from OIT for export of petroleum products, 
including fuel, for use on board foreign carriers leaving the U. S. or its territories if any 
one of the following conditions exists: 

1. The foreign carrier requiring the petroleum products has called at Macao or any 
point under Far Eastern Communist control since January 1, 1953. 

2. The carrier is bound for any such point within a period of 120 days in the case of a 
vessel or 30 days in the case of an aircraft from the date of departure from the last United 
States point of exit; 

3. The carrier will carry any commodities of any origin within these same periods 
known by the owner, master, commander, charterer, or agent to be destined directly or 
reaper eatty to these points unless the commodities are covered by an export license from 
oO ; or 

4. The carrier is registered in, or under charter to a Soviet Bloc country or is under 
charter to a national of any Soviet Bloc country. 

Under general licenses “SHIP STORES” and “PLANE STORES,” OIT permits exporta- 
tion, without an individual validated export license, of usual and reasonable quantities of 
fuel, food stores, etc., for use or consumption on board the vessel or plane during the 
voyage which are not intended for unloading in a foreign country. Under the new regula- 
tions, however, as an individual validated export license will be required if any of the four 
conditions specified above exists. 

The list of commodities subject to the new procedure and further information on this 
change in regulations are published in OIT’s Current Export Bulletin 705, dated June 4, 
1953. It may be obtained at the U. S. Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., or any 
Field Office of the Department. 


PROCEDURE REVISED ON IMPORTS INTO U. S.; JAPAN ADDED TO 
IC/DV COUNTRIES 


A number of revisions in the Import Certificate-Delivery Verification (IC/DV) pro- 

cedure, all of them concerned with imports into the United States, were announced 
recently by OIT, U. S. Department of Commerce. In another action, OIT announced that, 
effective July 10, Japan is being added to the list of countries subject to the IC/DV 
yrrocedure. 
; The purpose of the IC/DV procedure, which was put into partial operation a year ago 
and became mandatory in October, is to prevent transshipment of strategic goods. It 
was developed in cooperation with Canada and 10 Western European nations—Belgium 
Denmark, France, Italy, Luxembourg, The Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, the United 
Kingdom, and Western Germany 

Under the procedure, the foreign or U. S. importer certifies to his government that 
the strategic goods for which an export license is being sought may not be re-exported 
without official authorization. In addition, an exporter may in some cases be required to 
obtain from his foreign importer a verification that licensed strategic goods have been 
delivered in the importing ountry. This “delivery verification” is certified by the 
government of the importing country. 

The purpose of the changes announced, OIT said, is to have the U. S. procedure con- 
form more closely with the procedures used by other countries participating in the 
program.

The Peruvian Decree of May 29, 1953, published May 30, 1953, cancelled all effects of the 
Decree of May 15, 1953, which had imposed an additional 50% ad valorem tax on a long 
ist of commodities imported into that country. 


TOTAL TRADE

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
foreign trade in April remained at approximately the March level. General imports rose 
slightly in April to $1,012.2, as compared to a total of $1,004.1 million in the previous month 
Meanwhile April exports of domestic and foreign merchandise were valued at $1,391.6 
million showing little change from the March total of $1,388.4 million However, April 
imports were about 13% above the 1952 monthly average and approximately 9% above the 
January-Mar@h 1953 monthly average. Exports were approximately 106% above the 1952 
monthly average and about 8% above the January-March 1953 monthly average. The 
April total of $339.8 million for exports under the Mutual Security Program (military) 
varied only slightly from the March total of $337.2 million. [F.T. 900.]

CLASSIFICATION 


OMBINATION KNIFE AND LETTER 

OPENER—K NIVES—MANUFACTURES 
OF METAIL: The imported articles were 
invoiced as “letter openers,” and were class- 
ifled by the collector under paragraph 354 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified by 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, T.D. 51802, as penknives with fold- 
ing blades and decorated steel handles 
valued at more than $6 per dozen, and duti 
able at 17%¢ each and 27%% ad valorem 
The importer claimed the articles are prop- 
erly dutiable at the rate of 32%% ad 
valorem, under paragraph 397, as modified 
by T.D. 51802 and Presidential Proclama- 
tion T.D. 61909, as “Articles or wares not 
specially provided for, whether partly or 
wholly manufactured: Composed wholly or 
in chief value of gold, or plated with gold, 
* © *”* The imported articles are 8 inches 
in length, in chief value of steel. They have 
3 inch handles similar to the conventional 
pocket knife handle, gold plated, and dec- 
orated. A k-.ife blade folds into the handle 
Riveted te the handle is a 6 inch long 
tapered s‘rip of white metal, designed as a 
letter orcuer. The Customs Court overruled 
the importer’s protest, and the importer 
appealed to the United States Court of Cus- 
toms and Patents Appeals. 

The appellate court affirmed the judgment 
of the lower court, which regarded the im 
ported art! u~ a combination desk knife 
and letter  pener, tue classification of which 
was controllee by the case of Silbevstein 
v. United States, 3 Ct. Cust. Appeals, 239, 
T.D. 32562, stating that in the Silberstein 
case “This court there remarked that the 
character of a knife, fitted with an attach- 
ment for opening letters, or fitted with 
any of the assortment of useful little im- 
plements usually found in the combination 
penknife, was not changed because the at- 
tachment roade the knife something more 
than the ordinary penknife. (Voss Cutlery 
Co. v. United States, Customs Appeal No. 
4757, decic.d June 3, 1953. Opinion by J. 
O'Connell.) 

BONELESS BEEF—MEAT PREPARED: 


The imported 
products were 
frozen bone 
cow meat, carcass 
beef with only the bones removed, frozen 
beef knuckles, and frozen beef tenderloins 
(fillets), all produced in Canada. The mer- 
chandise was assessed with duty under 
paragraph 706 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended by the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, T.D. 51802, as meats, 
prepared, not specially provided for, at 3¢ 
per pound, but not less than 10% ad valorem. 
The importer protested, claiming the prod- 
ucts were properly dutiable as frozen beef 
at 3¢ per pound under paragraph 701 of the 
Tariff Act, as modified. The evidence showed 
that the imported meats were produced 
from poorest grades of cows. After slaugh 
tering and skinning, the viscera and in 
ternal fats are removed, the carcass is split 
and trimmed free of bruises and cleaned, 
then quartered, and the bones are removed, 
but not the sinews or tendons. The boneless 
beef is packed in containers of approxi 
mately 100 pounds, which are closed and 
frozen. No salt or other foreign substance 
is added. The imported meat was of the 
cutter and canner grade 

The testimony was that an order for 
frozen cow meat is understood to mean 
boneless meat, and that the greater part of 
the frozen beef of commerce in the United 
States is boneless. Frozen boneless beef of 
the cutter and canner grades is sold to re 
tailers, hotels and restaurant, meat process 
ors, canners, and the frozen food industry 

The Food and Drug Administration of 
the United States Department of Agricul 
ture, stated that “Prepared meat is the 
product obtained by subjecting meat to a 
process of comminuting, of drying, of cur 
ing, of smoking, of cooking, of seasoning 
or of flavoring, or to any combination of 
such processes.” The witnesses agreed with 
this definition and stated that the imported 
merchandise was not prepared meat be 
cause there had been no cooking, flavoring 
seasoning, curing, drying, smoking, or

pickling of the meat, no foreign substances 

added, nor had it been comminuted or 

sround. They stated that boneless meat re- 

quired further operations for use by the 

processor, such as trimming, removal of 

sinews or tendons, glands, and tissues, and 

cutting into smaller pieces 

The Court stated that “The general rule 
is that a eo nomine statutory designation 
of an article, without limitations or a 
shown contrary legislative intent, judicial 
decision, or administrative practice to the 
contrary, and without proof of commercial 
designation, will include all forms of said 
article.” It added that “the imported mer- 
chandise appears to be classifiable under 
paragraph 701, as amended, since it is still 
frozen beef, although the bones have been 
removed. Its mere advancement in condi- 
tion does not take it out of the eo nomine 
provision for frozen beef unless it has been 
so far advanced as to be converted into a 
new article.’ The court stated that “It 
was brought out (in other decision) that 
as long as the article retains its name, 
form, characteristics, and uses, it is not 
removed from the specific designation there 
for.” The Court therefore reached the con- 
clusion that the imported articles are frozen 
beef, and dutiabla under paragraph 701, as 
modified, as claimed by the importer. (C. J 
Tower & Sons, et al., v. United States, Prot. 
168763-K, decided May 28, 1953. Opinion by 
J. Ekwall.) 

ADMINISTRATIVE 

CONTINUOUS CUSTOMS CUSTODY — 
DRAWBACK: The imported merchandise 
consisted of 565 bales of garnetted rayon 
waste, arriving in April and May, 1947. 
The merchandise was not entered within 
the required time, and it was sent to bonded 
warehouses under general orders. In June, 
1947, consumption entries were filed for 
the merchandise, and estimated duties were 
paid. Delivery permits were issued to the 
importer, but were not lodged with the 
General Order storekeepers at the ware- 
houses until months later, at which time, 
acting under these delivery permits, the 
government storekeepers released the mer 
chandise to the warehouse _ proprietors 
However, the merchandise itself was not 
actually moved from the places in the 
warehouses where it had been previously 
stored. In December, 1948, the merchandise, 
still in the same situation, was sold to the 
protestant herein, the seller specifically 
transferring to the buyer all rights to 
drawback. The purchaser then caused the 
merchandise to be transported by bonded 
truckmen to exporting carriers, and ex 
ported under customs supervision. Demand 
for a refund of the customs duties was 
made by the buyer, and upon the refusal 
by the collector, protest was filed. 

Plaintif€é claimed that the merchandise 
was in the custody of the government from 
the time of importation to the time of ex- 
portation, and that the duties should be 
refunded under the provisions of Section 
557(a) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
or, in the alternative, that if the merchan- 
dise was released from custody of the gov- 
ernment between the times of importation 
and exportation, that drawback of duties 
was authorized under Section 558(a)(1), as 
amended. 

Section 557, under the heading “Entry for 
Warehouse — Warehouse Period — Draw- 
back,’” authorizes the entry of merchandise 
for warehousing in a bonded warehouse, 
and provides that “Merchandise upon which 
the duties have been paid and which shal! 
have remained continuously in bonded 
warehouse or otherwise in the custody and 
under the control of customs officers, may

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—WHEAT, UNFIT FOR HUMAN 
CONSUMPTION 


After publishing appropriate notices in the Federal Register on November 7, 1952, 
and January 28, 1953, the Bureau of Customs has reviewed the existing uniform practice 
of classifying wheat which contains 30 per centum or more of damaged kernels as “wheat, 
unfit for human consumption,” under the provisions of paragraph 729, Tariff Act of 1930 
It appears to have been conclusively established that substantial quantities of grades of 


wheat which it has been the practice to classify under paragraph 729 as “wheat, unfit 


for human consumption” are commercially usable, after blending with higher grade wheat, 
in the milling of products for human consumption 

Accordingly, Part 10 of the Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Part 10), is hereby 
amended by adding the following new center head and section 


WHEAT 

Page 1298 

10.106 Wheat, unfit for human consumption; other wheat.—(a) There shall be 
filed in connection with each entry covering wheat entered under paragraph 729, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, as “wheat, unfit for human consumption,” a declaration 
of the importer setting out whether any part of the importation is to be used with 
or without blending with other wheat in the manufacture of products for human 
consumption. If it is declared that no part of the shipment is to be so used, a further 
declaration shall be made stating the use to which the wheat is to be put. When it 
is shown by the declaration that the wheat is to be used in the manufacture of products 
for human consumption, it shall be classified as “wheat” under the provisions of para- 
graph 729, as modified. However, when the declaration states that the wheat is to be 
used otherwise than in the manufacture of products for human consumption, the 
procedure outlined in T.D. 47577 shall be followed, and in the absence of other con- 
trolling factors, the wheat shall be classified as “wheat, unfit for human consumption” 
under the provisions of paragraph 729, as modified, if it contains 30 per centum or 
more of damaged kernels. (R. S. 161, 251. sec. 1 (par. 729), 46 Stat. 634, sec. 624, 46 
Stat. 759; 5 U. S. C. 22, 19 U. S. C. 66, 1001 (par. 729), 1624.) [T.D. 53249] 


As this new section may result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate with respect 
to some imported wheat than has heretofore been assessed under the existing uniform 
practice, it shall be applied to such merchandise only when entered or withdrawn from 
warehouse for consumption after July 30, 1953 :

As Public Law 19%, S3d Congress, extends Public Law 790, 77th Congress, as amended 
by Public Law 384, SO0th Congress, until the close of business June 30, 1955, 19 CFR 54.3, 
as amended, is further amended by substituting “July 1 1955,”, for “July 1, 1963” in 
paragraph (f).

(2) For use in the manufacture of artificial flies used for fishing, or for millinery purposes, not more 
than 45,000 skins, in the aggregate, of the following species of pheasant: Lady Amherst pheasant

RECORDED TRADE-MARKS APPLIED TO PERFUMERY AND ANALOGOUS 
PRODUCTS. 

All instructions concerning the treatment of perfumery and analogous products in 
the possession of persons arriving in the United States bearing registered and recorded 
trade-marks entitled to the protection of section 526, Tariff Act of 1930, and section 42, 
Trade-Mark Act of July 5, 1946, are hereby superseded and the following instructions 
are issued for the guidance of collectors and other officers of customs with respect to 
registered and recorded trade-marks set forth herein which are entitled to the protec- 
tion of the above-mentioned statutes. These instructions shall become effective imme- 
diately and shall remain in effect for at least one year. A number of the trade-marks 
listed in Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 2703 have not been renewed in this 
Department and, therefore, do not appear in this circular. 

In accordance with the written consents filed in the Bureau by the domestic trade- 
mark owners, whose names are alphabetically listed herein, each passenger arriving in 
the United States may be permitted, insofar as the trade-marks statutes are concerned, 
to import in his baggage perfumery and analogous products bearing the recorded trade 
marks, also set forth alphabetically, subject to the terms and conditions of such written 
consents, which have been grouped for convenience into classifications lettered A through 
H. The trade-mark owners have also been numerically identified, and the type of 
treatment will be found opposite the respective trade-marks, as well as the numerical 
identification of the trade-mark registrant. 

In addition, the letter indicating the type of treatment is likewise shown opposite 
the name of the trade-mark registrant. It will be noted that the letter H opposite a 
trade-mark indicates that merchandise bearing this trade-mark is prohibited importation 
unless the written consent of the trade-mark owner is presented 

Any of the listed perfumes may be imported in any quantity if the trade-mark is 
obliterated or otherwise removed provided other customs requirements, such as marking, 
are met. (CL/2840.)

CUSTOMS PROCEDURES WITH RESPECT TO MERCHANDISE OF 
CHINESE OR KOREAN ORIGIN 


In describing the changes in Section 500.808 of the Foreign Assets Control Regulations 
Sureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 2839 stated that facsimiles of appropriate certifi 
eates of origin within the meaning of Sections 500.808 and 500.536(d) would be distributed 
as soon as they were available. Such facsimiles have now been prepared and copies of 
them are attached to this letter. Your attention is directed to the following in connection 
with the facsimiles 

Seals. On each of the facsimiles (except the certificate of origin from the Republic of 
Korea) there appear one or more circle Iimbossed seals of the issuing Government or 
Ministry will appear on the actual certificates of origin in approximately the same places 
where these circles occur on the facsimiles. With respect to the Republic of Korea 
certificate of origin the seal is the saquare “chop” which appears near the bottom of the 
form, 

Size. The certificates of origin for different countries vary in size. At the bottom of 
each facsimile there will be found a notation as to the size of the actual certificate of 
origin 

Signatures. Some of the facsimiles do not bear signatures whereas on other fac- 
similes signatures do appear. Please note, however, that signatures other than those 
which appear on the facsimiles may appear on the actual certificates of origin 

Hong Kong Certificntes of Origin. There are two different types of Hong Kong cer 
tifleates of origin, both of which are called “comprehensive certificates. The type with 
the word ‘““tourist” appearing on its face is for use only in connection with importations 
of a non-commercial nature contained in passengers’ baggage No single tourist certificate 
of origin is valid with respect to merchandise valued at more than $100 (U.S. dollars) but 
passengers may lawfully have more than one such certificate. Note, however, that with 
respect to the other type of Hong Kong comprehensive certificate of origin there is no 
limitation as to the value of merchandise which may be imported

IMPOSING QUOTAS OR FEES ON IMPORTS OF CERTAIN DAIRY AND 
OTHER PRODUCTS 
PRESIDENTIAL PROCLAMATION NO. 3019 


There is reproduced below the White House announcement of the President’s action 
imposing these quotas or fees. 





The President issued on June 8 a proclamation putting into effect the findings and 
recommendations of the United States Tariff Commission under Section 22 of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act as amended, with respect to certain dairy products, flaxseed and 
linseed oil, and peanuts and peanut oil, as listed below. 

In the past, regulation of imports of these certain dairy and other farm products by 
the Department of Agriculture has been specified under section 104 of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act, which expires on June 30 unless further extended by legislation. 

The President's action places the Department of Agriculture's crop control and price 
support programs for these products in the same status as the Department’s crop control 
and price-support programs for other agricultural products. 

These limitations on imports are found to be necessary to protect the United States 
Department of Agriculture’s crop control and domestic price-support programs for these 
products from being materially interfered with by excessive imports from foreign 
countries. 

Under this new arrangement the Department's crop control programs for these prod- 
ucts are placed on a more consistent basis and they can be patterned to meet the new 
crop conditions as they arise. Also under section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
the Government, when necessary, can adjust the quotas or fees on imports to be no 
greater than are required to protect adequately the Department's domestic crop control and 
price-support programs from being materially interfered with by excessive imports. This 
new arrangement is less arbitrary, and makes these Government programs conform more 
with the requirements of the Government's foreign trade and economic policy and with 
the reciprocal trade agreements to which the United States is a party. 

If in the future these restrictions should prove to be either excessive or inadequate, 
the fees and quotas on imports may be adjusted under section 22 to meet the situation by 
action of the President upon recommendation of the Tariff Commission.

The Commission rompleted its 
investigation and submitted its report to the President on April 13, 1953. In its report 
the Commission found that increased imports at the rate of duty of 32% per cent ad 
valorem—the rate which is in effect pursuant to a trade-agreement concession—were 
causing serious injury to the domestic industry producing screen-printed silk scarves. The 
Commission further found that modification of the trade-agreement concession and 
application of a rate of duty of 65 per cent ad valorem to imports of screen-printed silk 
scarves is necessary in order to prevent serious injury to the domestic industry. 

The President, in a letter of June 10 to the Chairman of the Tariff Commission, stated 
that » had certain doubts and questions concerning surrent conditions in, and other 
matters relating to, the manufacture and distribution of silk scarves on which he would 
like further information

FILBERTS—President Eisenhower on June 10, 1953, issued a proclamation limiting the 
importation of shelled filberts, during the marketing year for the 1952 domestic crop, to 
4,500,000 pounds. The marketing year for the 1952 crop covers the months October 1952- 
September 1953, inclusive. The latest month for which data on imports are now available is 
April of the present year. During the months October 1952-April 1953, imports of shelled 
filberts, on the basis of preliminary statistics, amounted to 2,837,985 pounds. On the basis 
of these figures, the effect of this proclamation is to provide that imports during the 
months, May-September inclusive, of the present crop year may not exceed 1,622,015 pounds. 

This proclamation of the President with respect to shelled filberts is based on a report 
to President Truman made by the Tariff Commission on September 25, 1952, with regard 
to the need for restrictions on imports of tree nuts under section 22 of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act, as amended, to prevent interference with programs of the Department 
of Agriculture on tree nuts. The Commission recommended a fee on imports of almonds 
and that imports of shelled filberts during the period October 1, 1952, to September 30, 
1953, be restricted by an absolute quota of 4,500,000 pounds. President Truman on 
September 27, 1952, issued a proclamation which put into effect as of October 1, 1952, the 
Commission's recommendation with respect to almonds, but deferred the matter of filberts 
for further consideration. On October 20 he issued a statement that he was not putting 
into effect the Commission's recommendation on filberts and in which he said: 

“IT can find no justification for the belief erpressed in the report that there is or is likely 
to be so severe a threat to American filberts as to warrant the imnosition of an import quota.”

Pursuant to the authority vested in the Secretary of agriculture by section 306 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930 (Sec. 306, 46 Stat. 689, 19 U.S.C. 1306) and by section 2 of the Act of 
February 2, 1903, as amended (Sec. 2, 32 Stat. 792, as amended, 21 U.S.C. 111), section 94.1 
of the regulations relating to prohibitions and restrictions upon importations of certain 
animals and products because of rinderpest, foot-and-mouth disease, fowl pest (fowl 
plague), and Newcastle disease (avian pneumoencephalitis) (9% CFR, 1952 Supp. 94.1), is 
hereby amended by inserting the words “Mexico” betore the words “Island of Martinique” 
in the first sentence thereof 

The above action is taken because the Secretary of Agriculture has determined that 
foot-and-mouth disease now exists in Mexteo and so notified the Secretary of the Treasury 
Tie primary effect of the amendment is to prohibit the importation of cattle, sheep, other 
domestic ruminants and swine, and fresh, chilled, or frozen beef, veal, mutton, lamb, or 
pork, from Mexico, and to prohibit or restrict the importation of meat and meat products of 
wild ruminants and swine, and certain other meats and products 

The protection of the livestock interests of the United States demands that this 
amendment be made effective at the earliest possible moment Accordingly, pursuant to 
section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 1003), it is found upon good 
cause that notice and public procedure concerning this amendment are impracticable and 
eontrary to the public interest, and good cause is found, under the said section 4, for 
making the amendment effective less than 30 days after publication in the Federal 
Register. Such notice and hearing are not required by any other statute. This amendment 
shall become effective immediately

The Court quoted the general rule enunci- 
ated by the United States Supreme Court 
‘that where duties are paid upon merchan- 
dise and permits issued for its removal 
which have been delivered to the store- 
keeper, it is withdrawn for consumption, 
and is subject to duties as of that time.” 
(Franklin Sugar Refining Company Vv 
United States, 202 U. S. 580), and stated 
that this rule “should be accepted as relat- 
ing only to questions concerning the dutia- 
ble status of imported merchandise.” 

The Court held that “The statute re 
quires that the merchandise remain not 
only ‘in the custody’ of customs officers, but 
that it remain ‘under the control’ of 
such officers. Certainly the term ‘under the

cluding the owner. It seems to us that 
under the facts and circumstances of this 
case the Government storekeeper retained 
no control of the merchandise. After its re 
lease to the warehouse proprietors it would 
appear that the latter and the owner had 
control, even assuming that the merchan 
dise was still in the technical custody of the 
Government storekeeper by reason of not 
having been removed from the portion of 
the warehouse where it had been in his 
custody. We are constrained to hold, there- 
fore, that the claim for refund under the 
provisions of Section 557(a) of the Tariff 
Act of 1930 on the ground that the mer 
chandise had remained in continuous cus- 
toms custody and control must be over- 
ruled.” 

The Court considered the plaintiff's claim 
that drawback was payable, under the 
language of Section 558(a)(1), and held 
that this section applies only in the case 
where drawback of duties is “expressly 
provided for by law,” and that Congress in 
tended to limit the application of this pro 
vision to the refunds of duty known a: 
drawback, such as the provisions of Sec 
tion 313 of the Tariff Act of 1930. (Atlas 
Fibers Co. Inc. vy.
